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A Gratifying Sign of Progress. 








One of the most gratifying signs of 
the general progress of the South is 
the new life and energy which the old 
towns and cities of that section are 
displaying. These older places have 
seen what marvels have been accom 
plished in Birmingham, Anniston, 
Roanoke, Chattanooga and other 
points by enterprise and push, and 
they have grown envious of their 
prosperity. It hurts their pride to see 
themselves being so badly left in the 
race, and gradually one after another 
iswaking up. They have gone along 
for years, growing all the time, but 
comparatively slowly. Such places 
as Macon, Lynchburg, Louisville, 
Richmond, and smaller towns like 
Wytheville, Florence and others, 
whose money has so largely helped 
to build up new towns, are now turn 
ing their attention to home develop 
ment. It is a very healthy sign and 
promises well for great progress. 

Our special correspondent tells of 
what Lynchburg is doing in this di- 
rection. For years it has been a city 
of much wealth. Its growth has been 
steady, but its industrial activities 
were largely centered in tobacco. The 
time came when a few iron enterprises 
were established, and as they flour- 
ished the people of that city saw the 
necessity for others. Now the old 
“Hill City” is stirring itself. A land 
improvement company has been 
formed and vigorous efforts will be 
made to attract new industries. Free 
sites and other inducements such as 
the new industrial towns of Alabama 
find so successful are to be offered to 
secure new factories. With this spirit 
of enterprise aroused there will come 
a new order of things. We will no 
longer have to look to the new towns 
for the best illustrations of what 
Southern energy and Southern money 
can do, but we will find all through 
the South the same activity, push and 
enterprise which have marked the ca- 
reer of a dozen or so of the new in- 
dustrial centers of the South.

A Critic Who Needs Correc- 
tion. 


The aim of the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD is to be thoroughly reliable 
in its statistics of Southern progress, 
and neither work nor money are 
spared to accomplish this. We much 
prefer to understate rather than to 
exaggerate Southern growth, and 
this is kept constantly in view in 
every statistical statement made. It 
is this care which has made the sta- 
tistics of the MANUFACTURERS’ RE- 
CORD accepted as the correct ex- 
ponent of the South’s industrial 
development. Occasionally some of 
our statistics have been criticized, and 
usually there has been some other 
motive than a desire to learn the 
truth, at the back of all such efforts. 
A few Southern papers in their in- 
tense hatred of protection do not 
want to believe that the South has 
prospered under a protective tariff. 
It looks as though the Meridian 
(Miss.) News would come under that 
class. In a late issue the News takes 
exception to the statement made in 
the MANUFACTURERS’ REcorD of 
January 5 that: 

“Cotton mills have increased from 180, 
with 15,232 looms and 713 939 spindles, in 
1880, to over 300 mills, with about 38 000 
looms and 1,800,000 spindles, while many 
new mills are under construction and many 
old ones being enlarged. The value of 
cotton goods made in the South was $21, 
000,000 in 1880 and nearly $50,000 000 for 
1888 

The News says that the census re- 
turns gave only 561,360 spindles in 
the South in 1880. In this the News 
is mistaken. The census summary 
to which it refers classed Maryland as 
a Middle State, instead of a South- 
erp. Maryland has 20 large cotton 
mills. The exact number of spindles 
in the South, Maryland included, 
when the census was taken in 1879 80 
was 677,020, and this was increased 
during 1880 to 713,000 spindles by the 
completion of new mills and enlarge- 
ment of old ones. The News says: 
“The consumption of Southern mills 
in 1880 was 188,748 bales.” Mary- 
land is again omitted. The consump- 
tion was 233,897 bales. Again the 
News says: 

“The actual consumption of the Southern 
mills for the year ending September 1, 1888 
was 393 466 bales, which kept running 1,096,- 
662 spindles.” 

Maryland, which has 175,550 spin- 
dles and nearly 3,000 looms, which 
consumed about 70,000 to 75,000 
bales, is again omitted. Coming back 
to the News again we find the follow- 
ing : 

If, as the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD says, 
there were 1,800 000 spindles running (italics 
ours) in 1888, then the consumption should 
have been 600.000 bales of cotton, when in 
fact the consumption was 200,000 bales less. 
This would indicate that the 1 800,000 spia- 
dles in the South were idle about three or 
four months in the year.” 

This looks like an intentional mis- 
representation, but we can scarcely 
believe that the News would be 
guilty of that. There is not a hint in 
any part of our statement that these

1,800,000 spindles were all running. 








Not a word to that effect; and more- 
over, the News must have read the 
report on cotton manufacture in the 
South, published in the early part 
of 1888 in the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RecorpD. In that report the name, 
location and number of spindles and 
looms was given of every mill in the 
14 (not 13) Southern States. The 
list was compiled by direct corres- 
pondence with every mill. The 
name of every mill under construc- 
tion was given and the number of 
spindles which it would operate when 
completed, and the name of every 
mill then making enlargements, with 
the number of new spindles to be put 
in, was likewise given. These facts 
were all compiled by correspond- 
ence with every one of these mills, 
and the full list, names and their re- 
ports were given in full. Summing 
up the whole we added: 

* Thus by the end of 1888 the South will 
have in operation about 1,736,000 spindles 
and 38 800 looms.” 

A number of additions to mills not 
reported in that statement were made 
during the latter part of the year, 
and so we said that the South had 
1,800,000 spindles. But we did not 
say that they were running. Cer- 
tainly to take the figures of cotton 
consumption from September 1, 1887, 
to August 31, 1888, as a basis on 
which to criticize these figures was 
foolishly absurd, because the new 
mills and the enlargements would not 
begin to count until nearly the end 
of 1888. Surely the News has dis- 
played bad judgment and lack of 
knowledge. Possibly the gist of its 
whole criticism is found in the fol- 
lowing extract from that article: 

“With tariff laws which would adjust this 
trade properly, the South could quadruple 
its mills without impinging upon the produc- 
tion of the Northern mills. But as it is, the 
growth of cotton manufacturing in the South 
is limited to the growth in population by 
the infernal operations of Republican tariff 
laws” 

And so it is the “ tariff laws” which 
the News is fighting, and to do that 
it attempts to discredit the work of 
the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD in 
behalf of Southern progress. The 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD does not 
always stop to reply to such criti- 
cisms, but our readers may rest 
assured that it never publishes a 
statistical report which it cannot just 
as fully substantiate against any criti- 
cisms, as in this case. If the News 
wants to attack what it is pleased to 


call the “infernal operations of Re- 
publican tariff laws,” let it do so 
openly, and not by misrepresenting 
others.

A Reaction Begun. 





There is much uneasiness in many 
of the Eastern States, caused by 
facts recently disclosed about the in- 
trinsic values of Western lands which 
have been accepted as securities for 
loans. It is not generally known 
that of the many millions of Eastern 
money that have been invested in 
mortgages on Western farms, a large 
proportion represents the surplus of 
persons of moderate means, small 
farmers, mechanics, school teachers, 
clergymen and other professionals, 
who, having a few hundreds or thou- 
sands to spare, have sought this class 
of securities, because they carried 
seven or eight per cent. interest and 
were regarded as absolutely safe. So 
great has the business become that 
there are in the West many. trust 
companies engaged in placing such 
loans and guaranteeing the payment 
of both interest and principal. For 
years these companies and their cor- 
respondents have managed their af- 
fairs with discretion and their cus- 
tomers have had no cause for com- 
plaint. But a change has commenced 
that has given rise to much uneasi- 
ness among investors, and that must 
eventuate in serious losses before 
long. It is the belief of conservative 
financiers, who have carefully studied 
the situation, that there will be a 
“drop” in real estate in all settled 
agricultural districts between the Mis- 
sissippi river and the Pacific ocean, 
with the possible exception of those 
containing profitable mining enter- 
prises or great lumber interests. The 
reason for these unpleasant forebod- 
ings are found in the history of 
Western settlement and development 
which, from the time immigration 
poured into the country north of the 
Ohio and established civilization per- 
manently in the country between 
Lake Erie and the Mississippi, is a 
story of humble beginnings, followed 
by speculation, inflation, a tremen- 
dous set-back, years without appar- 
ent progress and then of vigorous, 
substantial growth and solid pros- 
perity. 

The commonwealths of the North- 
west, more highly favored than their 
Eastern neighbors, have had the ad- 
vantages of railroads, giving them 
better economic conditions for 
growth and of a larger and wealthier 
population in the older States to pur- 
chase their products. Immigration 
has also gone to them in vast volume 
and with unexampled rapidity, the 
disbursements made by thousands,of 
settlers for land, for shelter and for 
the necessaries of life, putting large 
sums of money in circulation, and 
furnishing the means for transacting 
general business and for establishing 
new enterprises. Consequently these 
States, especially those recently 
created, have not experienced in the 
past any such financial disasters as 
were endured by the pioneers of 
Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Wis- 
consin. In these last population was 
followed after many years by railroad 
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builders, while in the others railroads, 
to a large extent, preceded and 
opened the way for settlers. When 
wheat, corn, beef cattle and hogs can 
be moved on the cars to distant mar- 
kets, money to any extent needed 
can be had for their purchase from 
Eastern. bankers, and as the North- 
west was largely a prairie country, 
furnishing magnificent areas of cheap 
farming and grazing land, it would 
have been strange indeed if the 
multitudes who flocked thither had 
at the outset engaged in diversi- 
fied agriculture. Naturally they 
almost universally took to grain 
growing or stock raising, and made 
money. This, in turn, caused a gen- 
eral advance in the price of land, so 
that many a man who had secured a 
farm urder the Homestead law, or 
bought it at $1.25 per acre, was able 
to sell at from $50 to $100 an acre, 
while often those living directly on a 
railroad found their land needed for 
a town plat, and got more per front 
foot tor small lots than they had paid 
for it by the acre. Increased wealth 
led to more expensive living, first to 
additional comforts and then un. 
necessary luxuries. Taxes also in- 
créased. All this time the crop ca- 
pacity of the land was slowly lessen- 
ing, but farmers did not notice it. 
The railroads, meanwhile, were push- 
ing into new territory and opening 
up other virgin fields to settlement. 
Every year, as the production of 
some districts lessened, others were 
developed and more than male good 
the deficiency. Occasionally there 
would bea drouth, a scourge of lo- 
custs, or some other natural cause 
that destroyed a season’s crop. All 
these things led to the demand for 
loans, and out of it grew the organi- 
zation of the Western farm mortgage 
system, with its large force of local 
bankers and brokers, and its trust 
companies. 

Western agents appraised proper- 
ties at their nominal, local value. 
The cost of houses and other build- 
ings was considered, and the price 
land was then worth in that market. 
One-half of these aggregated values 
was considered a good loan when se- 
cured by a first mortgage and an in- 
surance policy. Reduced crops, pos- 
sible failures in bad seasons, and all 
such drawbacks were not taken into 
account, for immigration was still 
pouring in and land was in demand 
at good prices. The success of a few 
investment companies led to the es- 
tablishment of many, and the new 
West was flooded with men ready to 
make loans. 

Now the reaction has begun, and 
while it will probably be a long time 
before the flow of money to the West 
will be seriously checked, yet there is 
a vast amount that would probably 
have gone there that will be invested 
elsewhere, and much of it may be at- 
tracted to the South if suitable efforts 
are made. 

How to get this flow of money to 
the South is the question. It will 
not do to employ the Western sys- 


tem, for investors are beginning to 
question its saiety. That system was 
described in a recent number of the 
New Haven (Ct.) Palladium, by a 
gentleman who had thoroughly in- 
vestigated it: 

“You see,” he said, “this whole Western 
business is in the hands of Western bankers 
and brokers, A few men get together and 
raise, say $10,000, perhaps $20,000, They 
establish a bank and distribute their cards 
in the East. These firms are good, of 
course, for the amount of the capital, but 
you can easily see that they can guarantee 
to Eastern capitalists amounts anywhere 
from $1,000 to $100,000. If any of their 
loans fall on their hands they negotiate a 
new one and promptly and regularly pay the 
interest to the Eastern capitalists, no matter 
what happens to the Western mortgage. 
They are well able to do this as long as 
they receive new investments from the East, 
but let the steady stream of money from 
here stop for but five or six months and hun- 
dreds of banks in the West will go under.” 

Such a system as that would be an 
injury to the South, even if it contin- 
ued to receive the confidence of in- 
vestors, for the great trouble now is 
that its farmers pay altogether too 
heavy interest, whether on money 
borrowed on mortgage security or on 
their purchases from their merchants 
and factors. There is, however, a 
way to get money enough to pay off 
their debts without incurring a new 
one and its consequent dispiriting in- 
terest, and that is by selling all the 
land the owner cannot cultivate ad- 
vantageously. One of the great 
troubles of Southern agriculturalists 
is the ownership of too much real 
estate. As a class they are land poor. 
If the statistics of the tenth census are 
as nearly correct as they are supposed 
to be, more than half the planters 
would be better off if they were to 
sell two-thirds of their holdings, and 
use the capital thus obtained in get- 
ting out of debt and in improving the 
land they retained. 

Here, however, is another diffi- 
culty. Where are the buyers? How 
can they be reached? We answer, 
that depends upon the land owners. 
It scarcely pays to advertise a single 
farm or tract of Southern land unless 
it has something to give it exceptional 
value. The sellers are many; the 
buyers are relatively very few. And 
yet there are thousands of farmers at 
the North and other thousands in Eu- 
rope who would like to settle in the 
South and engage in agriculture. 
Few, almost none, could be induced 
to pay fancy prices for land. The 
low prices that long ruled at the West, 
and that still prevail away from rail- 
roads on the public domain, have 
established a standard that will outlast 
this generation. But Southern land 
owners in any community could do 
this or something equivalent to it. 
Any number could join together and 
contribute to a common stock all the 
land they had to spare, agreeing mu- 
tually to offer the whole for sale in 
such areas, large or small, as custom- 
ers might desire, and to divide the 
proceeds of every sale proportion- 
ately to every contributor. A small 
fund contributed by all would pay for 














this it would make no differance to 
any whether the money came from his 
tract or from that of an associate. 
His interest in the whole would re- 
main in either case, and, as one new 
comer, if pleased, would be sure to 
influence others, the value of the 
remaining property would increase. 

The MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
offers the foregoing suggestion to its 
many valued Southern contempora- 
ries, most of whom have often dis- 
cussed the condition of the agricul- 
tural population, hoping that it may 
lead in many places to a practical trial 
of the proposition.

The overtrading and general 
inflation of business and expansion of 
credit and confidence will produce the 
result.”

In Union There is Strength, 


The Commercial Club, of Louis- 
vile, celebrated its first annive: 
last Wednesday by a fine banquet. 
Certainly the work of this club de. 
served a good celebration. A year 
ago some of the energetic young 
men of Louisville, seeing what 
splendid work the Industrial Com. 
mittee of the Board of Trade was 
doing, determined to form an organi- 
zation whose whole aim should be 
the industrial development first of 
Louisville and then of the whole 
State. This club now has nearly 
1,000 members, composed of the 
chief business men of the city. Itis 
alive to everything that will tend to 
build up Louisville, and knowing that 
the prosperity of the State would re. 
dound to the good of its chief city, it 
has succeeded in inducing the business 
men of nearly every town of any im- 
portance in Kentucky to form similar 
clubs. The entire business commun- 
ity of the State is thus united in work. 
ing for the industrial development of 
Kentucky. Instead of local jealousies, 
there is union and harmony, all work- 
ing with a determination to see that 
the vast material resources of the 
State are fully developed. The re- 
sults have been remarkable. Louis- 
ville has come quickly to the front as 
one of the most progressive cities of 
the country, and not a week passes 
but some new industry of importance 
is organized there. The immense 
mineral and timber wealth of the 
State has been widely advertised and 
millions of dollars have been drawn 
there for investment. From one end 
of the State to the other industrial 
activity is taking the place of dullness, 
and Kentucky, thanks to the work of 
the Commercial Club and the Indus- 
trial Committee of the Board of 
Trade, is rapidly increasing in wealth, 
There is a lesson in this for every 
city of the South. 














THE report of Dr. Robert Peter, 
chemist to the Kentucky Geological 
Survey, has been issued by Prof 
John R. Procter, director of the Sur- 
vey, Frankfort, Ky. This report 
contains about 275 analyses, of which 
137 are of coals from 14 counties in 
the eastern coal fields of that State. 
Referring to these coals Dr. Peter 
says: “Generally speaking they are 
of very good quality, and many of 
them would answer admirably for the 
manufacture of coke, while some of 
the splint or block coals could prob- 
ably be used without coking for 
smelting ores. In short the coals of 
this one of the two immense coal 
fields of Kentucky will generally 
compare favorably with those of aay 
other region in the country.” In 
these strong statements Dr. Peter 5 
no doubt entirely correct. The East 
ern Kentucky coal fields, in connec 
tion with the immense supplies of 
high grade iron ore in the same tet 
ritory, will make that region one of 
the greatest manufacturing centers of 





this country. 
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Southern Fruits. 


The production of fruits for the 
market has become one of the im- 
t industries of the South. 
What is done now is nothing com- 
to what may be done, for the 
consumption of good fruit is unlim- 
ited, and prices for whatever arrives 
in market in good condition are 
usually satisfactory to growers. For 
this reason the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD is pleased to learn that the 
twenty-second meeting of the Amer- 
ican Pomological Society will be held 
at Ocala, Florida, next month. In 
an interview with Hon. P. J. Berck- 
mans, president of the society, the 
following facts were obtained by the 
Augusta Chronicle : 

“This will be the twenty-second biennial 
session, and it will open at ro o'clock on 
Wednesday, February 20, and continue 
three days. It was expected to hold the 
meeting at Sanford, beginning February 6, 
but it has been found necessary, owing to 
lack of time for suitable preparation, to 

e it until the 20th, and, at the re- 
quest of the Florida society, to hold the 
session at Ocala, instead of Sanford. Ocalais 
located in the central part of the peninsula, 
in the midst of the orange region, nine- 
tenths of all the oranges grown in the State 
being produced within a radius of eighty 
niles. The enthusiasm with which the 
ptoposition to go to Florida was received, 
and the extensive preparations being made 
bythe pomologists of the South for the re- 
ception of their Northern friends, give 
promise of the most successful meeting ever 
held. 

At the last session of the Georgia State 
Horticultural Society, held at Thomasville, 
August 1 and 2, 1888, upwards of 40 of its 
members enrolled their names as delegates 
and promised to attend the session held at 
Ocala, It is hoped that every Southern 
State will send equally as large delegations 
that we may lay claim to being progressive 
and solicitous of advancing our productive 
resources. A special invitation is extended 
to ladies to attend the meeting, become 
members and take part in the proceedings, 
An attractive program is in preparation, a 
full account of which will appear later. It 
includes papers and discussions by the best 
pomologists of the country upon new fruits 
and methods of cultivation, the problems of 
judging fruits, of transportation and market- 
ing, disease and their remedies, and the 
ongination and introduction of new varie- 
ties.”

The City’s Big Tobacco Trade—New Enterprises. 





The statistics of the tobacco trade of 
1888 have just been made up and show that 
Louisville now handles more than half the 
whole Western tobacco crop of the United 
States, which is more than two-thirds of the 
whole North American crop, A comparison 
of the statistics with other years shows the 
growth of the interest strikingly. This city 
has always been regarded as one of the most 
ir.portant tobacco markets in this country, 
but it is only since 1881 that it has taken its 
place, as in every respect much the largest 
and the most important tobacco center in 
the whole world. In 1881 Cincinnati, which 
was the only strong rival of Louisville, re- 
ceived more than one-third of the entire 
Western crop and Louisville received a 
shade less than one-third. In 1887 Louis- 
ville received 51 per cent. and Cincinnati 
only about 26 per cent. In 1888 the reports 
show that Louisville handled 55 per cent. of 
the entire crop, while Cincinnati’s percent- 
age decreased to 24, and all the Western 
and Southern markets combined did not 
handle as much tobacco as Louisville. The 
figures showing this remarkable growth will 
be found in the following table, which leaves 
out the other markets save Cincinnati, for 
the reason that these two cities handle more 
than three-fourths of the whole crop:

The growth of the trade at Louisville 
offers large opportunities for capital. A 
bank founded mainly upon the tobacco 
interest could profitably use from a million 
and a-half to two million of capital, Lack 
of capital is all that has prevented Louisvil’e 
from holding three-fourths of the Western 
crop instead of one-half. The present 
banking capital is sufficient for the needs of 
the general business of the city, and the 
growth of banking resources has been as 
remarkable as the development of the 
tobacco trade, but the general business has 
proportionately increased and therefore only 
the ordinary percentage of banking re- 
sources can be applied to strengthening the 
tobacco interest. New Yorkers insisted 
several years ago that these interests could 
develop no more because Louisville had not 
the capital. But enterprise has won despite 
the drawback of lack of capital, and the 
New Yorkers have given up the fight and 
sent resident agents here to open branch 
houses and do their buying where the to- 
bacco can be found. A tobacco bank estab- 
lished here would soon employ an immense 
capital to its utmost capacity, and fix the 
market of the United States definitely. 

*s 

Duriug the present month the warehouse- 
men, buyers and manufacturers of the city 
have succeeded in organizing the Louisville 
Tobacco Exchange upon a plan which is in- 
tended to prevent casual and outside specu- 
lators from entering the market at any time 
and demoralizing it. This was done in 1887 
upon the expectation of a largely decreased 
product, and while the decreased crop ex 
pectation was realized, the speculators had 
carried prices to such a point that the stock 
on hand was®*unsalable and for the past 
twelve months the whole movement had 
been uncertain and almost stagnant. The 
new exchange comprises every member of 
the trade in Louisville, and has been organ- 
ized upon the basis of the great trade ex- 
changes in New York and Chicago. It will 
have the effect of greatly strengthening the 
Louisville market and of building it up to 
proportions far beyotid those which it now

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reaches. Louisville is already to tobacco

what Chicago is to American wheat, and 
within the past five years it has grown to 
overshadow all the other trade interests 
here. The average mov t of tob 
through this market is now about 175,000,- 
000 pounds, which is worth about $17,500,- 
ooo, and employs an immense number of 
persons and a very large amount of capital. 
This makes Louisville an exceptionally 
strong point for the location of tobacco 
manufactories of all kinds. During the past 
year one cigar factory, which began opera- 
tions two or three years ago upon a small 
scale, increased its output from 1,600,000 
cigars to 3,800,000, and is now making 
preparations to move at once into larger 
quarters and increase this product at least 
25 per cent, during the present year. The 
cigars are marketed all over the South, in 
the Northwest, and even in New York and 
Boston, showing that the purchase of sup- 
plies in the largest market in the world 
gives the resident manufacturer exceptional 
advantages and a safe margin for profit. The 
increase in the number of rehandling firms 
and the large increase in the great ware- 
house establishments during the first twelve 
months shows that the growth of the market 
here is solid and is intended to be made 
permanent, The crop for the past year 
which will be marketed in 1889, is estimated 
to be the largest ever produced in the his- 
tory of the country, and it is predicted that 
Louisville will handle 160,000 hogsheads, 

o*s 
The Commercial Club of this city gave 
its first public dinner at the Louisville Hotel 
on the evening of January 15th for the pur- 
pose of celebrating the immense increase in 
the business of the city during the past year. 
There were about 200 gentlemen present, 
and the occasion was one of the most im- 
portant and enthusiastic in the commercial 
history of the city. Mayor Jacob, who 
responded to the toast to the city, cited 
some very valuable statistics illustrative of 
its growth, and, among other things, demon- 
strated that since 1870 there has been more 
than $20,000,000 put into permanent public 
improvements and more than $33,000,coo 
expended in the erection of new houses. 
making a total of more than $53 000,000 
permanently added to the actual values of 
the city in 18 years. The Hon. Henry Wat- 
terson and Governor Buckner also made 
speeches reviewing the wonderful growth of 
the city and of the State generally, and the 
prediction was made by all that within the 
next five years the increase in population 
and development would exceed that of the 
previous 15 years. The dinner was presided 
over by Mr. John S. Morris, president of the 
Commercial Club, and was intended to be 
the first of an annual series at which the 
progress of development will be duly noted 
and celebrated. e*s 
The smaller cities of Kentucky are wak- 
ing up to the importance of organizing com- 
mercial clubs to join in the general organi- 
zation of the State Commercial League, and 
during the past week Bowling Green, Prince- 
ton, Georgetown, Carrollton and Elizabeth- 
town have all taken the preliminary steps 
to incorporate clubs.

The “Satellites of Mercury,” a secret or- 
ganization, whose magnificent allegorical 
display at the Commercial celebration last 
September was the finest feature of the 
month’s festivities, has taken the necessary 
steps to perpetuate itself, and is now erect- 
ing a tremendous building, gox200 feet in 
dimensions and two stories high, in the 
Southern part of the city on Sixth street. 
The building was necessary for carrying on 
the constraction of the floats which will 
grace the annual displays of the society,

The Kentucky Bobbin & Shuttle Co., 
which was organized a few weeks ago, with 
an authorized capital of $50,000, have let 
the contract for the buildings and the work 
will be pushed to completion without delay. 
They expect to furnish all the textile factor- 
ies in the South and West with supplies.

Dennis Long & Co., the largest pipe 
founding establishment in the United 
States, have just closed a contract with Chi- 
cago parties to furnish $200,000 worth of 
pipe during the present year. The compe- 
tition for the contract was very great, but 
the superiority and cheapness of the Louis- 
ville goods obtained the prize, For the 
past five years Louisville has been supply- 
ing Chicago with the materials for many of 
her greatest iron structures. The architec- 
tural iron work for the auditorium was made 
here, and contracts to the amount of several 
million dollars have been completed during 
the past four years. Louisville's iron pro- 
duct is also going into St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and other Western cities and is yearly be- 
coming larger. The great storage market 
gives resident manufacturers considerable 
advantage in obtaining supplies, and the in- 
troduction of natural gas is expected will 
give a great impetus to this branch oi in- 
dustry. *s 
The Commercial Club of Pineville, Ky., 
has issued a pamphlet of brief tacts concern- 
ing the remarkable development of that 
town and section, which is worth seeing and 
can be obtained by addressing the secretary 
of the club at Pineville. The assessed 
value of property in Bell county in 1887 was 
$742,000. In 1888 it had increased to 
$1 462,000, and in 1889 it is $1,933 000, an 
increase for the past 12 months of $470 000 
and an increase in two years of nearly 200 
percent. During the past 12 months about 
60 houses were erected at 2 cost $200,000 
and the population has increased from five or 
six hundred January 1st, 1888, to about 1.400 
January 15th, 1889, and the hotels are con- 
stantly crowded with investors and new 
comers who are unable to build houses as 
fast as they desire. Surveyors have just 
started out over the line of the projected 
railroad from the Breaks of Sandy on the 
West Virginia line southwestward to Pine- 
ville and Jellico. Itis known as the West 
Virginia, Pineville & Tennessee Railroad 
and will be 125 miles in length, passing 
through, it is conceded by geologists and 
practical miners, the most remarkable 
coal field im the United States. A Mt, 
Sterling syndicate owning coal lands on 
the line of this road have recently taken 
out a number of car loads of cannel coal 
specimens, which have been shipped to Bos- 
ton, New York and Philadelphia, where 
they will be experimented with in the mann- 
facture of gas, The cannel coal lands in 
this section are larger than any others known, 
and the building of the railroad will open 
very large industries of that character. The 
Kentucky Central Railroad is examining the 
route for a line from Richmond, Ky, 
through the coal fields of Clay county, 
thence to Pineville and Cumberland Gap, 
South. o*s 
During the year a fine hotel costing about 
$40,000 and a new courthouse costing about 
$25,000 were completed in Pincville, and a 
handsome iron bridge across the Cumber. 
land river. The streets are being paved as 
rapidly as possible, sewers are being con- 
structed and three miles of water pipe have 
already been laid and the reservoir com- 
pleted. The reservoir is supplied from the 
stream on mountain top where dwells a 
large volume of water, and it is sufficient to 
supply a very large =

The railroad campaign in the Wester 
part of Kentucky has broken out with great 
fury, and three or four important iines are 
engaging the attention of the rich counties 
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in the fine agricultural region west of Bowl- 
ing Green, Construction will begin on at 
least three of these early in the spring, and 
it is not improbable that a new trunk line 
crossing the State from Henderson or Owens- 
boro to the Tennessee line will be built 
within the next two years. The capital is 
ready and the only difficulty that attends it 
seems to be the location of the line, several 
cities fighting for its posession.

Owensboro is growing rapidly. The In- 
quirer says the city is full of new comers who 
cannot find houses enough to supply them 
with homes. The completion of the Louis- 
ville, St. Louis & Texas Railroad is having 
a most important influence upon the river 
counties through which it runs and its open- 
ing to Henderson will signalize the establish- 
ment of one of the greatest factors of develop- 
ment in the State.

BIRMINGHAM. 


Increasing Demand for Mineral 
Lands—Heavy Investments 
of Capital — Steel 
Matters. 


[Special correspondence Manuracturers’ Recorp.] 
BIRMINGHAM, ALA., Jan. 19, 1889. 
The pilgrimage of the Birmingham non- 
partisan protectionists to Indianapolis still 
forms a leading topic of discussion here, It 
was so thoroughly in the interests of good 
order and good government, and so devoid 
of any attempt upon the spoils of office, that 
it seems to have created a general panic 
among those patriots whose idea of political 
opportunity is that ‘public office is a private 
snap.” As a matter of fact it seems that 
the mission of the gentlemen from this city 
has been productive of great good already. 
Through General Harrison the Republican 
party and the country have been warned 
that the New South cannot be regarded as a 
foreign or an antagonistic realm without 
submitting to oppression and outrage a 
large and growing class of straightout 
American miners and manufacturers to 
whom the tariff is of more importance than 
any abstract view of States rights, and to 
whom the Nicaraugua canal is much to be 
preferred to a row over the colored brother. 
As to the darky, the race question is not 
such a terrible one with us in the mineral 
and industrial regions as it might be. Our 
friends in the agricultural regions of the 
South may perchance be bothered with it, 
but we shall do well enough as long as pro- 
tection lasts and we know what to depend 
upon in the matter of the fiscal policy of the 
Government. es 
There is a persistent demand for good 
coal and iron lands and furnace sites. A 
party from Georgia are in the district to-day 
looking for a chance to put up a new fur- 
nace, with a commensurate backing of ore 
and coal. The representative of an impor- 
tant Scotch syndicate was here last week in- 
vestigating our advantages for the produc- 
tion of open-hearth steel, and it is reported 
that one of the engineers of the British Iron 
& Steel Association will reach here by the 
1st of Febraary for a similar purpose. For 
three years there has never been a time 
when so much or so important attention has 
been paid to mineral resources in the way 
of conservative investment. At Gate City 
it seems likely that a prominent Pittsburgh 
glass plate concern will establish a large 
plant, as the excellence of the sand on the 
spot, together with the saving of freight, 
would involve a large additional profit over 
anything attainable now as far as the South- 
ern market is concerned. 
a*e 
Within a short time a fine red clay, 
appropriate to the manufacture of brick 
exactly like the Philadelphia pressed brick, 
has been discovered within a mile of the 
city, on the Shade’s valley slope of the Red 


mountain. This clay lies just above the, 


deposit of pure silica sand om the same 





property. One of the railways is pushing 
down Shade’s valley, and within a brief 
period it will be possible to develop the 
property in question and to handle its pro- 
ducts, which include also fine limestone and 
building stone, by gravitys. In all direc- 
tions around us there are new developments, 
activity and a return of confidence. Per- 
haps it might be well if this condition of 
affairs did not seem to indicate a return, 
also, of speculative movement, but some- 
thing of that sort appears to be imminent. 
The new deals, based upon highly organized 
and productive properties in this district, 
which appear to have originated and are 
being engineered in Boston and New York, 
threaten to push a great deal of enterprise 
and capital into the Birmingham district, 
and it is even possible that this may happen 
in a way to start things so suddenly that 
there may not be time for local operators to 
avail themselves of the opportunity. Let it 
be hoped that we ohall have timely warning. 


The latest copy of the MANUFACTURERS’

source to the agriculture of the territory 
tributary to Birmingham, the new develop- 
ment is regarded as being of the highest 
importance.

It 
is just the agriculture calculated to encour 
age good Swiss and South German immi- 
grants, and it is reported that the Amster- 
dam syndicate has sent an agent to Switzer- 
land to secure colonists for the lands in 
Washington and other counties controlled 
by the trust. We shall hear more of this 
Sumatra tobacco movement before long. 


Last week I promised to give in this let- 
ter the completed data of the open hearth 
steel “boom” expected in Birmingham. I 
shall have to beg off for another week. The 
conclusions we have reached here have been 
sent for verification to certain Eastern ex- 
perts, and their returns, which were expected 
yesterday, have not come to hand. They 
should be here within a day ortwo. There 
is not a practical doubt about the matter, 
however. o*s 

New discoveries of rich gold properties in 
Talladega, Clay and other Alabama coun- 
ties, together with the successful working of 
several mines lately opened, have tended to 
create renewed interest im the gold fields of 
this and adjoining States.

The “Hill City” of the Old Dominion 
has at last taken on new life in the indus- 
trial methods of the hour, awakened from 
a sleep, or dreamy expectant state of many 
years, and is now looking beyond for the 
great future before her. And why should 
she not? In fact, why has she not done 
so long ere this? 

No peop'e ever possessed a more vast or 
more richly endowed section, or one 
more happily situa ed for complete and 
symmetrical development.

What wonderful strides she is 
making in all the avenues of advancement 
and prosperity. It isno easy matter now 
to compute her wealth. What has been the 
reason of all this. It isan easy matter to 
guess. It is this: 

Diversified industry has been the mas- 
cotte of the South’s prosperity. 

Let the good people of Lynchburg diver- 
sify and take advantage of the lessons 
taught by experience, and the day cannot 
be far distant when her population will 
more than double itself, and the natural

abundantly for the time and money ex.

Lynchburg is situated on a beautiful 
slope of a bluff, on the right bank of the 
James river, amid noble and Pictureeque 
surroundings—mountains, valleys and a 
grandly curving river, making a pano- 
rama that impresses and delights the 
beholder. 

What other city has more advantages 
than Lynchburg? What other city hag ao 
much idle capital at her command ? What 
other city is more favorably situated for 
the advancement of her own people in aj} 
the avenues of thrift and prosperity? Js 
there a place in the South where smalier 
industries would pay better? Why can’t 
Lynchburg during the present year regs. 
sert herself and command the attention of 
the world in all the av-nues of trade and 
traffic?

The city is 575 feet above tidewater, ;

Lynchburg already has a splendid start 
jn manufactures, notwiths‘anding the fact 
that tobacco has absorbed too great a share 
of attention. It is true her tobacco fac- 
iories bave developed an enormous busi- 
pess, that they have yielded large profits, 
and that they give employment to many 
hands; but a diversity of industries is 
always in the long run the surest founda- 
tion for permanent prosperity and con 
tinned advancement. Of her many tobacco 
factories and the wealth which they have 
produced it is hardly necessary to speak, 
because their extent is already known in 
Burope as well as in this country, and be- 
cause the aim of the people is now to seek 
the development of other lines of manu- 
facture. 

Lynchburg has of late years taken quite 
s prominent position in iron matters. 
There are two coke iron furnaces in suc 
exsfal operation, with an annual esti- 
mated capacity of 14,000 and 15,000 tons 
respectively, but few furnaces ever reach 
the full measure of their nominal capacity.

tobacco, iron, flour, lumber interests, etc., 
with a cotton mill assured, and pro- 
spective car works and other enterprises, 
this city has an admirable foundation on 
which to build a great industrial develop- 
ment that would utilize the vast stores of 
raw material tributary to her. 

The late substantial encouragement given 
the inauguration of a land improvement 
company, formed last week in the city for 
the purpose of buying up available manu- 
facturing sites and home plants is another 
encouraging sign for Lynchburg. In 
speaking with Mr. Robert Slaughter, the 
secretary of the Lynchburg Land Co., one 
of the most progressive and liberal minded 
young men in the “Hill City,” a man 
thoroughly alive to the development of 
the city, and one capable of furthering 
with intelligent effort and energy this 
great scheme, he said in substance regard 
ing this present industrial movement in 
thecity: “Our people have at last solved 
the question. We can no longer sit still 
and see other places built up by our own 
capital when we should utilize it to our 
own advantage, and the organization of this 
company was undertaken to make known 
and advertise our advantages and possi- 
bilities. We shall offer building sites for 
altinds of manufactures free, and shall 
bend our energies to let the outside world 
Mow what we can justly claim and what

we are capable of doing. We shall’ pre- 
sent all kinds of inducements to railroads 
which desire to come into our territory; to 
the artisan, the skilled mechanic and the 
farmer all the advantages that can be 
asked for to settle among us. In fact, we 
shall so present our opportunities w th 
such tangible, practical force that before 
many years Lynchburg will receive a stimu- 
lus that will astonish ourselves.” 

It was a genuine pleasure for your cor- 
respondent to meet Dr. E. A. Craighill, 
one of the substantial and highly-honored 
citizens of this place, and the leading 
wholesale druggist in this city. In his re- 
marks to the representative of the Manu 
FACTURERS RecorD, the doctor said, in 
speaking of the new life infused in the 
growth of the city : 

“We want to encourage all kinds of in- 
dustries outside of tobacco. This interest 
is no longer a suckling, and can take care 
of itself. Our people should learn to 
patronize home industries, for herein lies 
the strength and salvation of our people.

| How the West Develops Towns. 


Some Suggestions to Southern 
People. 


| Kansas Crry, Jan. 17, 1889. 

| Editor Manufacturers’ Record : 

While in the office of one of our largest 
| financial institutions yesterday I had my 
| attention called to a recent copy of the 
Manvuracturers’ Recorp. What I read 
| Was a revelation to me, and a most de- 
| ligbtfal revelation, for I am a Virginian, 
| and like most Virginians, still love my na- 
| tive land better than all the world beside. 
| I was so impressed with the many in- 
| stances of industrial activity that ever 
since reading the MANUFACTURERS’ Re- 
corD I have been thinking of selling all 


| that I have here, and coming back to the | 


| “Old Dominion,” for I believe there are 
| more chances of money-making there than 
‘here. Indeed, I am persuaded that the 
tide of speculative activity and material 
development baving reached the limit of 
its Westward flow, is now ebbing back to 
whence it came, back from the West to 
the East. How soon it will get to Vir- 
ginia depends upon the people of Virginia. 
| It is evident that they now have an oppor- 
tunity. The question is, will they make 
the most of it? 

Having seen this and other Western 
towns grow from nothing into great and 


prosperous cities, I am moved to write, | 
asking you to point out how these results | 


were accomplished. In this day and time, 
| the best natural location in the world for

improved, unless its advantages were 
made known, and on the other hand,

| It was advertising that made the State of 








| Kansas what it is, and that has built up 
Wichita, Arkansas City and a dozen other 
| towns. Indeed, there is scarce a village 
of a thousand inhabitants that has not 
spent money during the past year adver- 
tising its advantages. The consequence 
is that every train brings brains and mus- 
cle and money to Kansas, while, I was 
about to say, every train takes brains and 
muscle and money out of Virginia. If al! 
the Virginians in Kansas and Western 
Missouri could be packed up and sent 
home to morrow, there would bea boom 


ocean to ocean, aye, that would make it- 
self felt in every land where people read. 
And why? Because these Westernized 
Virginians, as soon as they got back to 
their native hills and valleys, would at 
oace begin to d: what they have seen 
done so well and wisely here. 

Missouri is a better State than Kansas, 
but for years and years the Missourians 
belonged to the class who “don’t believe 
that advertising pays,” while the Kansans 
believed it was the one thing needful. 
The consequence was that the very “alkali 
deserts” of Western Kansas were being 
settled up, while infinitely better lands in

The people of this city have spent more 
money advertising the town during the 
past ten years than has been spent on any 
other ten towns in the Union put together. 
But every dollar of it has come back to 
them increased an hundred fold. In the 
first place the town grew, then millions on 
millions of dollars worth of real estate 
was sold and the money staid here, and is 
| still staying here, and millions of it every 

year are going into buildings that would 
adorn New York. When the period of 
speculation ended an era of house-building 
| began, and now Kansas City is advertising 
for manufacturing plants, and she is get- 
ting them, too, in the east and west bot- 
toms and the “Valley of the Blue.” 

Now the why and wherefore of this 
letter is to show to the people of Virginia, 
my fellow countrymen, how to take advan- 
tage of the existing opportunity. Even 
out here we hear of the vigorous advertis- 
ing that Alabama’s progressive towns 
have done for several years, and of Rome, 
Ga, and Dallas, Texas, and much atten- 
tion has been attracted to these places 
even in this section, but I see very little 
about what Virginia towns are doing to 
| make known their advantages. Roanoke 
| is the only one that is heard of as growing 

rapidly. 

Strange as it may seem, nevertheless it 
| is what would probably happen if to-mor- 
| row it should become known here in Kan- 
sas City that half a dozen new towns, or 
| old towns rejuvenated, showed signs of 

“booming,” as our Western phrase goes, 
those towns would within ten days be full 
of Kansas City and other Western specu- 
lators and investors; and no sooner would 
they plant a few dollars at any of such 
points than they would spend half as many 
more in advertising the localities in which 
they bad located. There is right now, all 
over this western country, a kind of mania 
fur more towns to “boom.” The trouble 
is our towns have been boomed to the 
limit, and many of them must needs call 
a halt till the tributary regions catch up. 
Then they will plunge ahead again, and 
so on to the end of the chapter, the doc. 
trine of the survival of the fittest, however, 
being constantly and immutably exem- 
plified. And the “fittest” means with 
towns as among men the most vigorous, 
virile and vigilant ; those who see oppor- 
tunities and seize them; those who make 
the most of every vantage ground; those 
who make hay while the sun shines, as 
if the next clond was laden not with 
rain alone, but with nails, spikes and 
| pitchforks. 
Gentlemen of Virginie, what are you 
| going to do? What have you got worth 
potting money into? Are you going to 
let Alabama and Georgia get all the 
| South struck men and all the South- 
bound money? If not, then let the world 
know what inducements your towns have 
| to offer. If you mean business say so, 
and say so like you meant it; for, homely 
and slangy as the adage may be, it is true 
all the same, that “ who so bloweth not his 
own horn, the same shall not be blown.”

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Eastern Lumber Markets. 


[Special correspondence MANuFACTURERS’ Recorp.]} 
New York, Jan. 22, 1889 

The entire lumber trade, including buyers, 
are interested in watching how the advance 
in Southern yellow pine and poplar that 
took place at the opening of the year will 
be maintained. So far there is no sign of a 
break in prices, and a good many people be- 
lieve there will be, and accordingly are 
holding off till it comes.” They feel quite 
certain that the advance of from one to two 
dollars per thousand cannot be kept up as 
soon as the business for the spring opens 
and the new mills begin to carry stuff in. 
They base their anticipations upon the be- 
lief that a great many Southern mills are 
anxious to sell their product in this market, 
and that they will be under the aecessity of 
doing so. They imagine that there are more 
mills seeking an outlet than there really are. 
In fact, they believe that the supply of South- 
ern lumber will be larger than it actually 
will be. Still, the matter is under some ur- 
certainty, and it will be a month or two yet 
before we can tell whether the advance can 
be kept up all season. The advance in yel- 
low pine for all was only a rightful one. It 
is due to two causes—first, to the fact that 
this market in times past has been over-sup- 
plied and prices have run down, and second 
to the fact that the combination has taken 
hold in the South and is able to protect its 
own interests. The distribution of yellow 
pine has been larger than usual this winter, 
because it has been an open one. A good 
business is being done at present, both by 
wholesalers and retailers, and we look for a 
continuance of it even in midwinter, when 
but little lumber is moved. Cargo prices 
will likely advance a little farther. 

In this connection it is to be said that 
North Carolina pine is selling remarkably 
well. The quotations afloat are as follows: 
No. 1 edge $16 50 to $18 50; No. 1 10 to12 
stock $19 to $21 50; No. 2 44 edge $12 to 
$13; No. 2 44 stocks 10 to 12 $1350 to 
$14.50; rough 4 4 edge $9 50 to $10; rough 
4-410 to12 $11 to $11.50; No. 1 5 4 edge 
$18 to $1950; No. 15 4 edge 10 to 12 $21 
to $2250; No. 1 6-4 $21 to $22.50; No.1 
8-4 $23. Preparations are being made to 
prepare a good deal of North Carolina pine 
in mills to be started near by here for this 
market. 

In other kinds of Southern wood there is 
a fair activity all around. In fact the stocks 
on which we started in last fall have been 
pretty well broken up. Poplar occupies 
more attention than any other kind. It is 
still holding the two-dollar advance which 
it made. The white pine men are glad to 
see this advance because they naturally 
think that it will lessen the competition 
between white pine and poplar and make a 
wider market for their special product. So 
far we have seen no advantages accrue to 
white pine. 

The hemlock men are practically doing 
nothing. They count upon a big year’s 
businesS. Prices for white pine in the in- 
terior have improved. The season has been 
a very unfavorable one and there is a good 
deal of doubt just at present as to what the 
supply of lumber will be for next spring. 
White pine is being very liberally used. in 
this market. Supplies have been going 
down week after week, especially among the 
retailers. Buyers are inclined to purchase a 
little farther ahead on account of rumors in 
the West that lumber will not be quite so 
abundant next spring as it was last. 

Poplar, oak and ash continue to be in good 
demand, Those who have the best stocks 
on hand find no difficulty in getting good 
prices. Our dealers are preparing to do a 
larger business. Our architects are begin- 
ning to report a good deal of activity, and 
plans are being completed for some very 
heavy work, The movement in cherry has 
been light. Walnut is still dull. The dealers 
in hardwoods generally are making no 
efforts to sell in a large way. The dealers 


good demand and the supply that we started 
in with last fall has been very largely taken 
up. Selling prices are $14 to $16 for random 
stuff, The odd kinds of lumber, such as 
butternut, sycamore, cottonwood and chest- 
nut, are all selling in a small way, but there 
is encugh coming to merit a little attention. 
Some of our dealers hereabouts are contem- 
plating going into the lumber business 
themselves in the South. 

Advices of to day from Boston show that 
business there will be transacted on a large 
scale at the openirg of the spring. Some 
few parties in New England are quite will- 
ing to pick up a good lot of cypress shingles 
whenever they have the opportunity. The 
stocks of laths are in good supply, but the 
mills will turn out the usual production next 
spring. Only two cargoes of yellow pine 
have arrived at Boston within the past ten 
days. 

Advices from Philadelphia show that 
there is a steady distribution of almost all 
kinds of lumber excepting hemlock. If an 
opinion were asked as to what is the best 
kind of lumber to send to Northern markets 
at present, it would be hard to answer with 
any degree of satisfaction. There is a good 
deal of North Carolina stuff coming for- 
ward, and from all accounts it is meeting 
with ready sale. The dealers in yellow pine 
say that they have had no difficulty in find- 
ing a good market for everything that they 
can deliver. Some contracts have recently 
been let for dimension stuff for large build- 
ing operations.

The past six days have been devoid of the 
usual features of interest either in commer- 
cial or manufacturing channels. The rea- 
son is that there is a good deal of doubt as 
to the future course of prices. There are 
two ways of looking at this. One, and the 
most likely one, is that the productive ca- 
pacity of the country will be kept in suffi- 
cient check to keep prices where they now 
are, if necessary. Another is that if there 
is any over-production between now and 
April 1st sufficient to threaten a reduction 
of prices, restriction will at once set in and 
prices will return to their present poirt. 
These are mere trade opinions. The diffi- 
culty with which manufacturers and business 
men have to contend at present is the un- 
certainty as to the volume of production, 
and the second the extent of demand. 
Statisticians and the controllers of great in- 
dustries and of great enterprises are casting 
about for some signs which will throw light 
upon the situation. The bankers say that 
commercial paper is in moderate demand, 
and that moneys are being promptly paid. 
Financial institutions generally say that 
there isa fair demand for funds, and that 
the disectors were never in better condition 
to pay than now. The note brokers are 
disappointed at the restriction of their busi- 
ness, In short, the tendencies at work now 
are in the downward direction, both as to 
prices of money and to the prices of manu- 
factured preducts. It is also true that the 
cost of trausportation is on the decline, not- 
withstanding the fact that the railroad com- 
panies are doing their very best to maintain 
rates and to restore freight rates where they 
have been broken. The iron trade is ina 
good condition, although the volume of 
business is of moderate proportions. Steel 
rails were shaded fifty cents last week, al- 
though quotations are still nominally $28 in 
Eastern and $30 in Western markets, The 
long-drawn dullness in pig iron has had the 
result of weakening prices. Several offers 
of Southern iron were made within the past 
week at Philadelphia at $15 for gray forge: 
$17 to $17.50 for No.1, and $16 to $16 50 
for No. 2. No sales were reported. The 
importers of foreign iron ore are in despair 
at the apparently eternal stagnation in this 
department. Scotch iron makers are doing 
next to nothing. Quotations for Bessemer 
are nominally $20. It is rumored that par- 
ties residing near Pittsburgh are negotiating 
for several lots of Spiegeliesen, and will 
book orders if the desired concessions can 
be obtained. 20 per cent. Spiegeliesen 
nominally $27. Quotations for charcoal, 
anthracite and scrap blooms are $53, $43 
and $33 respectively. Investigation brings 
out the fact that the majority of bloomeries 
throughout Pennsylvania are well sold up. 
There have been practically no fresh orders 
placed lately. Nail slabs $28 to $29; billets 
from $32 to $36, according to quality. Only 
the best makes of bar iron are in request, 
and even these are limited to a very slight 
demand at 1.85 cts. Good bar iron can be 
had at 1.75 cts. to 1 80 cts., and common 
iron at 1.60 cts. to 1.65 cts, Manufacturers 
when asked as to the condition of bar iron 
reply with a shake of the head: “Dull, 
very dull.” This expresses the whole situ- 
ation. Manufacturers of wrought iron pipe 
have been making inquiries for skelp, but no 
business has resulted as yet and prices are 
still 1 85 to 1.95 cts. for grooved and sheared 
respectively. Western competition is playing 
havoc with the East, even on skelp iron. 
Some large lots of Southern pipe iron wii!l 
probably be purchased by Philadelphia houses 
at anearlyday. The muck bar market is in 
tune with the rest of the market, with prices 
weak at $28.50 and $28. Quotations would 
without doubt be shaded were there any 
prospect of business. There are good-sized 
stocks of this product, Mznufacturers of 











sheet iron are disgusted at the low prices 
offered, and decline to shade card rates; 
hence are doing but little. Buyers are hold- 
ing off, determined to cut the card before 
placing orders. Merchant steel is the one 
oasis in this desert of dullness. Orders are 
coming in freely, and a marked improve- 
ment is noticeable. Quotations are still 8% 
for tool steel; machinery, 2.60 cts.; crucible 
spring, 4.50 cts.; crucible machinery, 5 cts.; 
best steel, ro cts.; ordinary sheet, 8 cts. There 
are plenty of inquiries on the market for 
wrought iron pipe, but prices are so low that 
orders cannot be booked without losing on 
the price of the raw material. Discounts 
remain unchanged at 52% per cent. for 
black butt welded, 62% per cent., with gal 
vanized 10 per cent. below given discounts. 
Boiler tubes, 60 per cent. P.ate and tank 
iron makers are still creeping along, waiting 
for a demand to spring up. Quotations are 
nominally unchanged, but in reality ordi- 
nary plate has declined a tenth of a cent. 
Most of the ship yard orders for this iron are 
sent on to Pittsburgh bocause of the lower 
prices. About the rst of February the 
structural iron makers will, no doubt, reap 
the harvest of their long waiting in the 
shape of good-sized orders. Prices at 
present threaten to go still lower, and it is 
rumored that 2 60 cts. will yet be reached be- 
fore orders are booked. Angles are 2 to 
2.10; beams and channels, 2.80 cts.: bridge 
plate, 2 to 210, There is still a dormant 
hope of better prices for nails when the 
building trade starts in in the spring. At 
present, as far as business goes, nails might 
as well not be reported, as there is no busi- 
ness to report. Holders of old rails are 
maintaining prices at old quotations, viz., 
$23 50 to $24, but buyers are purchasing 
only small lots. Scrap is without particular 
activity at old rates. 


HARDWARE. 


The volume of trade continues to in- 
crease and most manufacturers and jobbers 
have all they can do to supply the demand 
for season staples. Prices, if no better, 
are in no worse condition than last reported, 
and there will be fewer changes during the 
early months of the year than were antici- 
pated. The percentage of profit to both 
manufacturer and jobber being necessarily 
light, the volume of business is looked to 
for the net result ; hence there is frequentiy 
a disposition to shade prices in order to 
force sales, but these cuts cannot be fairly 
quoted to represent actual values, 


Ltreot . 


CINCINNATI.—Messrs. Rogers, Brown 
& Co, write: “The market has been quiet 
since last report. The run of business is 
for immediate shipment and in small quanti- 
ties. The tone of the market is weak. The 
decline has already carried prices to a point 
where most furnaces cannot continue profit- 
ably to make iron. Furnace men say that 
there must speedily be a reaction, or a whole- 
sale blowing out of stacks. The appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the Cole furnaces at 
Sheffield created no particular surprise. 
The Southern companies generally are 
strong financially.” 




















LOUISVILLE.—Messrs Hall Bros, & 
Co. write: “The old axiom “the wish is 
father of the thought” was probably never 
more thoroughly demonstrated than by the 
actions of some sellers about ro days ago, at 
which time very reckless selling was done. 
This, however, was confined to a few pa‘ties, 
and sales since have been at more reasonable 
figures and the market seems to be regain- 
ing strength.. Some of the leading com- 
panies have instructed their agents to with- 
draw from the market, and the accumula- 
tion of off grades, that for some time has 
been a pressure upon the market, has ap- 
parently been exhausted, and a number of 
round orders in consequence have been de- 
cliaed.” 





LOUISVILLE. —Messrs. Geo, H. Hull 
& Co. write: “The market has remained 
steady during the last week, though prices 
have been very low. Several of the furna- 
ces that were willing to sell have now 
placed what iron they desire to offer for the 
next few months, and there is not the same 
amount of iron being offered. Buyers, how- 
ever, are able to have their wants supplied, 
especially for short deliveries.” 








CHICAGO.—Messrs. Rogers, Brown & 
Cr, write: “The monotony of the market 
was varied this week by the purchase of 
g,000 tons of Southern coke iron by one of 
the largest Western foundry men for deliv- 
eries at three Western points. The deliveries 
are to be scattered about equally through 
the remainder of the year. The order was 
taken entire by one Southern company. 
Price was low. O.her transactions have 
been light. Buyers are beginning to think 
that prices are favorable for stocking up, but 
so long as the market continues weak there 
is a hesitation to take hold One sale of 
Lake Superior charcoal iron was made on 
the basis of $20 cash at Chicago.” 








ST. LOUIS.—Messrs. Rogers, Brown & 
Co. write: “There is nothing new to say of 
the market. Orders are being placed from day 
to day for current needs, but buyers hesitate 
to branch out farther until they see what the 
drift of the market is going to be. So far, 
those who have delayed buying have profited 
by it. Prices have got nearly as low as they 
have ever been in this market. There is 
no change among our local industries, and 
prospects continue fairly good. A good line 
of architectural work is looked for among 
foundries this spring.”
